Dave N1EUZ and Phil KA1MP 
will be discussing computer 
operations at NEPOOL in West 
Springfield and the 450kV DC 
interconnect to Canada's Hydro 
Quebec. They are hoping to have a 
special 1/2 hour video on the power 
line construction from Comerford up 
to Des Canton. 

The Hydro Quebec DC interconect 
currently provides 690 million watts 
of power, and is expected to be 
expanded to 2,000 mw! Millstone 1 
provides 850 mwatts, while 
Millstone 3's output is 1,125 mw. 
You can see that this interconnect is 
an important supplier of power to our 
region. 

Be sure to be present at this next 
meeting and hear first hand how it 
was done, and why they use DC!
